In this quarter, | started working with two local 
agencies, Jobpoint and Navig8. Navig8 is a 
rehabilitation center for teens with substance 
addiction. We will install a vegetable garden bed 
and visit monthly to deliver lessons on gardening 
and environmental stewardship. Both CCUA and 
Navig8 staff are excited to introduce these teens 
and young adults to the restorative hobby of 
gardening. 


Jobpoint is a job training organization that also 
works with AmeriCorps and Youthbuild. Jobpoint 
trains young adults in construction skills through 
leading teams in building houses for low income 
families. Jobpoint approached the Columbia Center 
for Urban Agriculture last year about the possibility 
of having a vegetable garden on site. | am taking 
over the garden this year, and am excited to see 
where these students will take it. 


We had our first meeting last week, and despite it 
being 8:00 in the morning, the students were 
excited about the possibilities. Two students were 
particularly excited about the prospect of growing 
hot peppers, and another wanted to grow collard 
greens like his grandmother. Teaching these young 
adults how to grow their own food will give them an 
affordable source of healthy and nutritious food. 


With food deserts being so prominent in low income 
areas, these gardening skills will reverse that trend 
and provide cheap healthy food for the community. 
The gardens also increase green space, reduce 
crime, and build connections between people. The 
students planned the Jobpoint garden themselves 
and planting will begin next week!

Ms. Bernstein advocates for the prevention of 
hunger and has built and maintained gardens and 
donated more than 5,000 pounds of fresh produce. 


Mr. Brooks is the administrator of the “Snackpack 


Backpack Program” at his school. 


Ms. Markovitz founded the “National Honor Society 
Outreach Program” in effort to expand community 
service opportunities. 


Ms. McNeil has distributed more than 500 
backpacks filled with school supplies to children in 
need through the program she founded. 


Ms. Richardson has been an active volunteer since 
2010 at The Farmer’s House, an organization where 
youth and adults with disabilities can learn practical 
social and vocational skills. 


Mr. Tak founded “Hope for Next Generation,” a 
charitable organization that pairs 40 homeless teens 
with student mentors who help them tackle 
schoolwork and personal issues. 


Given the challenges we face today, it is vital that 
we encourage and support the kind of selfless 
contributions that these young people have made. 
People of all ages need to think more about how 
we, as individual citizens, can work together at the 
local level to ensure the health and vitality of our 
neighborhoods. Young volunteers like Shaw and 
Harris are inspiring examples to all of us, and are 
among our brightest hopes for a better tomorrow.
